Preface 


The tradition of compiling precisely forty ahadTth has been rich within the Muslims, since the 
number forty has been stressed upon in many ahadTth as being a way in which a person 
excels in the this world and the next. As we have the oft-quoted tradition: 


The Messenger of Allah (t§§|) said: ’Whoever memorizes 

forty hadrth from our ahadTth, Allah shall raise him on the 
Day of Resurrection as a scholar and jurist .’ 1 


We shall present forty narrations that are AhadTth al-Qudsi (lit. sacred statements). These are 
classified as being the words of Allah, although not part of the Qur’anic canon. 

The following are some books narrations were taken from: 

• al-KafT by al-KulaynT (d. 328 AH / 940 CE) 

• al-AmalT by al-JusT (d. 460 AH / 1067 CE) 

• al-TawhTd, Man La Yahduruh al-FaqTh, Thawab al-A'mal, Ma'anT al-Akhbar and other 
compilations by al-Saduq (d. 381 AH / 991 CE) 

• Qurb al-lsnad by al-HimyarT (d. 300 AH / 912 CE) 

Other than these, many other compilations were utilized as well. 

The categories of the grading are as follows: 

• SahTh {^J) - a type of narration that has a connected chain with ImamT reliable narrators up till the infallible. 

• Muwaththaq 0>) - a type of narration that has a connected chain with a few non-lmamT reliable narrators up till 
the infallible. 

• Hasan 0^) - a type of narration that has a connected chain with one or more narrators that is/are deemed 

praised but does not reach the level of reliability. 

• Mu'tabar L~~.) - A reliable narration with a connected chain of narration. 

God willing, this work will be beneficial for the one seeking to have reliable narrations of the 
Ahl al-Bayt regarding QudsT narrations.

(peace be upon him): Verily, a slave from amongst my slaves comes to me with a good deed 
due to which I make (entry into) paradise permissible for him. David said: O my Lord, what is 
that good deed? He replied: He makes my believing slave cheerful, even with a single date. 
David said: O my Lord, it is right for he who knows that he does not cut-off his hope from 
you. 5

I did not create a 
creation more beloved to me than my believing slave. For I only afflict him regarding what is 
best for him, and I cure him in what is best for him. And I avert from him what is bad for him 
with what is good for him. And I know what will be suitable for my slave. So let him be 
patient over my test, and let him be thankful for my blessings and be pleased with my 
decree. I shall write him amongst the truthful people in my view when he acts according to 
my please and obeys my command. 15

from him. al-KulaynT also narrated a shorter version of this report via a reliable chain of transmission 19 .
